Sprint's responses 

iiicltided almost 700 payes of call detail records wliich Brandenburg Telephone is presently 

analyzing, with a consultant, as part of its effort to resolve this matter. Based on its analysis oftliis 

voluiiiinous information Brandeiiburg Telephone will shortly coiiiiiieiice discussions with Sprint as 

to a possible resolution oftliis matter, In this regard, Brandenburg Telephone's legal counsel lias 

advised Sprint's legal counsel tlial upon completion of its review of Sprint's response to 

Brandenburg Teleplione's data requests (which should be soon), either legal cotiiisel will call Sprint 

or Brandenburg Telephone itsell will  do so
